Waste Roundup is sched¬ 
uled for Saturday, April 
26th in Claremont at the 
Claremont City Yard, 215 
Cornell Avenue. The 
roundup will be from 9:00 
a.m. to 3:00 p.m. 

Residents throughout 
the county may bring old 
paint, used motor oil, 
cleaners with acids or lye, 
pesticides and herbicides, 
and car batteries. 

The Los Angeles coun¬ 
ty Department of Public 
Works and the Sanitation 
Districts of Los Angeles 
County are sponsoring the 
Roundup in conjunction 
with the City of Claremont 
and the cities of La Verne, 
Pomona and San Dimas. 

Residents who bring 
household hazardous 
waste to the Roundup 
should limit their quanti¬ 
ties to 15 gallons or 125 
pounds per vehicle. Items 
should be placed in a stur¬ 
dy box, preferably in their 
original labeled contain¬ 
ers. The Roundup will not 
accept explosives, ammu¬ 
nition, radioactive materi¬ 
als, or waste from busi¬ 
ness.

ANSWER: Comparing spark plugs only 


by how they look is defmitely not enough re¬ 
search. You must also match the "heat range" 
of the plugs. If the newer plugs arc too :cold" 
your car will run roughly and the plugs may 
foul out. If the plugs are too "hot" there may 
be a chance of the preignition and detonation 
problems the service manager mentioned. The 
Auto Club recommends that when replacing 
spark plugs, car owners a) look in the owners 
manual for the proper number (it should be list¬ 
ed with the engine's complete description), b) 
cross reference the older spark plugs number 
with the newer brand, or c) have a knowledge¬ 
able parts person provide the correct spark 
plugs. The only difference with platinum- 
tipped spark plugs is that they are supposed to 
last between 40,(XX) - 60,0(X) miles, compared 
to 15,000 miles on older styled plugs.

What is a cult? A cult is a religious or quasi-religious 
affiliation of people who follow a charismatic leader, 
make significant personal sacrifices in order to remain 
in good standing, and espouse apocalyptic beliefs. 
Apocalyptic beliefs are beliefs about the end of the world 
coming in the near future through some cataclysmic 
event, such as a comet crashing into planet Earth. 

Why is the church of Jesus Christ not a cult? The 
church of Jesus Christ is not a cult because Christians 
follow Jesus Christ the incarnate Son of God, not any 
individual human being no matter how charismatic that 
person might be. The church of Jesus Christ is not a cult 
because apocalyptic beliefs play only a minor role in the 
Scriptures. The church of Jesus Christ is not a cult be¬ 
cause Jesus himself said, “I came that my flock might 
have life, and have it abundantly...{lo\m 10). 

Cult members are not bad people or stupid people. 
Cult members are often highly intelligent, highly moti¬ 
vated, highly gifted people. They simply get mixed up 
with the wrong crowd, are often drawn in on false pre¬ 
tenses, and once they get in, it may be too late to get out. 
The key to understanding cult members is remembering 
that we all possess the need to belong and the need to 
have answers to life’s most fundamental questions. 

Not that any specific church or pastor has all the an¬ 
swers either. Yet we trust in God to illuminate our faith 
with greater understanding. And meanwhile we do our 
best to love one another, as God loves us. One more 
thing: our Lord Jesus himself was tempted to commit 
suicide, and he saw this temptation for what it was: the 
work of Satan. (Matthew 4.6-7). Jesus was tempted too, 
and he won the ultimate victory over sin and temptation. 

If you arc struggling to free yourself from a cult, or 
if you have questions about cults and Christianity, come 
to church this Sunday. We won’t lay a guilt trip on you.
